Subject: — Import of Dates [S, No. 21(b)/IV from Iraq by sailing vessels during 
October ’64— September ’65 period cm annual basis. 

No. 90-ITC(PN)/64.—It has been decided to grant licences for import of Dates 
from Iraq, only to the established importers who had Imported this Item from Iraq 
by sailing vessels within the basic period 1950-57 to 1961-62 on annual basis i.e. for 
October ’64-—September ’65 licensing period. 

2. Established importers who had imported this item from Iraq by sailing vessels 
within any one of the basic years mentioned above should submit their applications 
either to the Jt. C.C.I & E., Bombay or to the Dy, C.C.I & E., Ernakulam (In respect 
of applicants coming under the jurisdiction of the latter licensing authority) on or 
before the 31st October, 1964, In the usual form and manner, complete in all 
respects. They should submit the necessary documentary evidence In respect of 
past imports of the said item from Iraq by sailing vessels within the prescribed 
basic years. All Incomplete applications are liable to he rejected and it may not be 
possible to consider such applications at appeals stage as ceiling earmarked for 
import of dates may not then be available. 

3. The validity of such licences will be upto 30th June. 1965 from the date of 
issue. These licences should be returned invariably to the licensing authority con¬ 
cerned not later than 30th September, 1965.
